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Aldo Zorzoll of Turin; muker of the *T.3.* (for iis inventors, Ing. Tonin
and Zorzoli) mechine guo before and after 8 September 1943, is reported to
have stated early in August 1946 that he had been offered 60 million lire
for the plans end conetruction rights to the "T.Z," shavt machine gun.
When he discovered the offer cawme from Yugoslav querters, Zormoli broke
off negotiations. The wouey offered would allegedly have been pald in
lire or in corresponding amounts €f gold, sterling, or doliars.

On 26 Cetober 1946 Zorsoli indlicated thet he woee in contact with the Ar-
geutine Embassy in Roms, to whom he had offersd the plans and construction
rights. Zorzoll seid that he had been infurmed by one of the secretaries
at the Embassy that the Argentine Government wanted him to go to Argentina
to set up the plant t¢ mamufecture the wespon, it that time he reportedly
snid thet he was awaillng the reply of the Embassy to his regquest thet the

Argentine Govermment pey the travelling snd living oxpenses for himself and
an assistant,
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
